MOTHER I8 ON TRIAL.
Charged With Murder of Seducer of
Her Daughter.

Beattle, Nov. 22.—Mre, Gertrude
Robb is on trial In the superior court
on the charge of first degree murder.
Bhe is accused of killing George Joye,
a steamboat steward, because Joye had

ruined her 14-year-old daughter.

Mra. Robb admits the charge, bul ex-
pects to be acquitted on the ground
that the killing was justifiable. Three
months ago Mrs. Robb learned from
her daughter's lips that Joye had be-
trayed her, Without saying a word
to any ane, the woman went to a store
anfl purchased a revolver. Tucking it
In the bosom of her dress, she went to
the wharf where the boat on which
Joye work landed. Al the end of the
gangplank the mother walted for Joye
to come anboard,

As Joye was half way down the
gangplank, Mrs, Robb accused him of
the offense. Joye admitted it, but said
that he intended to marry the girl
Without another wond, the woman
pulled the revolver and fired four shots
Intg Joye's body. Then she coolly
handed the revolver to a policeman,
who had been attracted by the shoot-
Ing, Joye lived four duys and then
died in great agony.

A polnt that may go hard with the
accused woman In the statement of her
own daughter that she loved Joye and
he had promised to murry her, The
state will be able to show that Joye
had prepared to make good the
promise. Although his dying state-
ments were that he loved the girl and
would make her his wife if he lived.
Joye asked that Mrs. Robb be turned
loose. He begged the officers to bring
the girl to him so he could marry her
and right the wrong before It was too
late.

“We will maoke every offort to sSe-
cure the appropriation of 335000 al-
ready recommended for the Improve-
ment of the west bank of the Willam-
ette at Salem, where the river I8 In-
clined to lenve Ita present channel. 1
shiall do what 1 can to further the
movement for the government to ac-
quire the locks at Oregon City. This
can be done without Injury to the peo-
ple who employ the water-power there,
I am sure,

“Of course, & great many new mat-
ters will arise and perhups be disposed
of during the sesslon, but those 1 have
mentioned seam to me to be the most
urgent.”

Lawyers Representing Govern-
ment and Defendants State

Their Plan of ‘Action
to the Jurymen.

Prosecution Will Endeavor fo
Show That Prisoners Are

Guilty of Conspiracy.

UNIQUE DEFENSE IS SET UP

Claimed That, as Bogus Patents May
Be Annualled, No Harm Was Done
and, Therefors, No Crime was
Committed.

Portland, Nov, 22.—The second day's

trfal of the case of the United States
against Horace G. McKinley, Marle
Ware and others In the Uniled States
district court was begun by the open-
ing arguments of the opposing lawyers.

John H. Hall, for the government,
outlined the line of attack to be fol-
lowed in the famous land fraud cnse,
while Judge Thomas O'Day answered
in behalf of the defendants. Hall
stated that the prosecution would show
that n conspiracy existed between the
defendants to defraud the government
of public lands, As a demonstration,
Hall said that he would show that Mrs.
Watson went to Oregon City and fled
he sald; It Intends to show consplracy,
property when, in facl, she had not.
Frank Walgamott had done the sames
thing and deeded the property to Mrs.
wise. McKinley and Miss Ware were
gullty of forging fictitious names to
affidavits, but It was not the forgery
charge the government was pressing,
he said, It Intends to show consplracy.
Tarpley and McKinley were guilty of
consplracy, according to the attorney,
in taking the testimony of Puter and
Mrs, Watson.

The princlpal contentien of the de-
fense is based on the statute of limita-
tlon. It will contend that acts of con-
spiracy must be shown to have taken
place within the lost three years. The
defense will also make the point that
a8 the government has the power to
vacate patents In cuse fraud In perpe-
trated, no one was defrauded, and,
therefore, no crime exists.

At the conclusion of the arguments,
Charles B, Moores, former reglster of
the Oregon city land office, was called
to identify 16 affidavits which the
progecution claims are false, The bal-
ance of the day was consumed with
arguments over the admissibility of
these documents, which the defense
claimed should be thrown out under the
statute of limitation. The afidavita
were made during the year 1900, Just
hefore adjournment the court overruled
the motion and admitted the affidavits
as evidence.
